Eixpreasing the opinion that flogging 
of prisoners is contrary toe the consti- 
tution of Georgia, Governor Hardwick 
Saturday signed an order abolishing 
the use of the whip to discipline con- 
viets in this state. 

Action of the governor in prohibit- 


ing the lash as an instrument of pun- , 


ishment for prisoners followed  pro- 
longed agitation in opposition to the 
practice, 

Governor Hardwick, in giving his 
reasons for the anti-flogging order, de- 
elared that if the constitution forbids 
the courts to impose flogging as a. 
puni hment for crime it surely forbids 
the officers or agents of any executive 
department of the government to in-| 
flict whipping as a part of the punish- | 
went, 

Presented Brief. 

Through a sub-committee headed by 
Charles N. Walker, the commit- 
jee on church co-operation present- 
e! to the governor several months ago 
a legal brief purporting to show that 
the provision of the constitution which 
forbids whipping as a punishment for | 
crime is also applicable to whipping | 


as a means of discipline in carrying) 
i take charge of 


out a punishment for crime. 

The brief was submitted by the gov- 
ernor to Attorney-General Napier, wl | 
‘ook the position that whipping is | 
contrary to the spirit of the constitu- | 
‘ion. The matter was then laid by the | 
governor before the prison commis-. 
sion, which suggested that a test case | 
he brought in the courts to settle the | 
question as to constitutionality. 

Wanted Rule Changed. 

The law governing convicts and! 
prison camps provides that the camps 
shall be operated under rules prescrib- | 
ed by the prison commission and ap-' 
yroved by the governor. Whipping, as | 
a final resort, is allowed in rule 12) 
of the commission's rules made in 1905 
atid approved at that time by the gov- | 
ernor. 

Each governor is not required to re 
view the rules, but only to approve 
a new rule or a change in an old rule, 
the prison commission contended. The.

in other directions that demand 
funds, 
“Other Uses First.” 


“While undoubtedly the money will | 


not be wasted, it is certain that other 


uses of considerable more importance | 


shonid come first. I am opposed to 
spending money for junior high schools 
and other things when we are so 
limited in funds for maintenance of 
elementary and grammar schools, 
“The matter of appropriating $900 
to pay expenses of teachers on a 


trip to Detroit, Cleveland and other 


cities came before the board at the 
last meeting. I opposed it, but a 
majority number of the board voted 
to refer the matter to the finance 
committee with power to act. 
“Another movement which is to 
come before the board, I understand. 
is to be made soon to import a busi- 
ness manager from some other city to 
this branch. This 
will entail an additional appropria- 
tion of approximately $4,000 or $5,000 
and I am against it. Mr. McCullough, 
our present business manager, is giv- 


ing satisfaction in this work and I 
can't see whr we should seek. to 


replace him. 

“This much is certain, the people 
of Atlanta will never support another 
bond issue unless the board exercises 
more rigid economy. I think we 
should account for every penny of 
the bond money before we ask the 
people of Atlanta to vote another 
bond issue.

Four Men Arrested.

Philadelphia, February 24.—Charle_ 
magne Tower, former United States 
ambassador to Germany, died in a 
hospital here today from pneumonia. 

Mr. Tower, who had also been min- 


ister to Austria-Hungary and ampas- 
sader to Russia before he was ap- 
pointed to the diplomatic post at Ber- 
lin, died at 8:05 a. m. He was taken 
to the hospital on February 9. A 
few days later his eondition was re- 
ported grave, but he rallied and ar a 
week showed steady improvement. On 
Thursday Mr. Tower became worse 
and from then on his physicians held 
out little hope for his recovery. Mrs. 
Tower and other members of the 
family were at the bedside at the end. 
Mr. Tower, who was 75 years old, 
was not only prominent as a_ diplo- 
mat and financier in his active days, 
but was widely known in society here 
and abroad. He was regarded as 
quite wealthy, having inherited a 
fortune largely accumulated in the an- 
thracite regions of Pennsylvania.

The petition, for clemency will be 
heard in Atlanta by the prison com- 
mission during the first week in 
March. Solicitor General EF. S. Tay- 
lor, of this place, states that he will 


file a counter petition with the com- 
mission and also will make a show- | 
ing relative to the age of Ralph Ba- | 
ker and the mental condition of | 
George Baker. | 

“I understand that recent press re- 
ports have stated that Ralph Baker 
is only 15 years of age and that 
George Baker is not mentally -re- 
sponsible,” said Solicitor Genera! 
Taylor in an interview with a news- 
paper correspondent. “Nothing like 
this as shown upon the trial of 
the case. I am reliably informed 
that Ralph Baker was 19 years old 
in January past and that George Ba- 
ker is at least of average intelligence. 
The circumstances attendant upon the 
murder would belie either claim. 

“The murder for which George 
and Ralph Baker are sentenced to 
hang was both shocking and brutal 
—was absolutely unprovoked and 
without one mitigating circumstance, 
Only recently a vast majority of the 
peojde of Georgia were agreed that 
the sentence of death imposed on 
young DuPre was just and should be 
carried out. There is no comparison 
between the two cases. 

No Excuse, 

“While there was no excuse for the 
DuPre murder there was a reason— 
'the man he killed stood in the way of 
his escape—while the man the Baker 
boys killed, an old man 65 years of 
‘age and a deputy sheriff of Walker 
county, was standing at the station 
in the little remote mining village 
of Durham, on top of Lookout moun- 
tain, talking to his daughter, when 
the Bakers went out of their way to 
attack him, both of them shooting 
him down, Ralph Baker remarking 
after his aged victim had fallen, ‘Is 
that hot enough for You, or do you 
want some more?” 

“The state’s contention fs that the 
sentence in the Baker cases are just 
and the sentence imposed by the trial 
court and affirmed by the supreme 
court of our state should be carried 
out. 

“Another fact I wish kept in mind | 
is that within a period of 12 months | 
Walker county has had murdered one | 
sheriff and three deputy sheriffs.”

My Dear Mr. Hollomon: I am 
greatly picased that you approve 
of iny recent decision on the pro- 
hibition act and especially thank 
you for your cordial artiele in con- 
nection therewith.

Permit me, however, to call your 
attention to one slight error. 
You say “The court held that of- 
ficers have no right to search suit 
Cases or trunks or even automo- 
biles without proper warrant.” 
An examination of the opinion 
would show that this was not held 
and would not*be in line with the 
general rule or with the funda- 
mental governing principle. There 
can be no search without reason- 
able grounds therefor. When ap- 
plication is made for a search war- 
rant, the reasonable grounds must 
be proven before the commissioner 
and he acts judicially in issuing 
the warrant. If, however, reasou- 
able grounds for believing that a 
crime has been committefl in the 
presence of the officer exist, the 
officer Gan, without a warrant, 
search automobiles, trunks or 
grips. Knowledge of such prob- 
able violation may come from 
sight or smell or hearing or from 
various circumstances. No court 
could- undertake to outline all of 
them in advance. The judgment 
must be made by the officer at his 
risk.

I think that you must have 
been the first to mention that the 
farmer has been . on “boll 
weevil literature,” that the 
time has come to help the farmer 

apply the rules of contro] that are 
already proven. 

But the boll weevil -is causing 
great damage and loss to -other 
things besides cotton, and our 
Georgia Forestry association will 
appreciate it if you will give your 
aid again in helping the farmer 
help himself by getting away 
from the erroneous idea that he 
is killing many weevils in winter 
quarters by burning over their 
woodlands and farm forest tracts. 

It is my information that 98 
per cent of hibernating boll 
weevils came through the winter 
and were ready for business last 
spring, and so far as tests have 
been made this winter there are 
100 per cent of the weevils still 
living. 

The Constitution published a 
letter recently from. Mr. F. W. 
Reed, district forester, which cons 
tained information from the Bu- 
reau of Entomology in Washing- 
tom, which should prove con- 
clusively that burning over wood=- 
lands does not accomplish any- 
thing in connection with boll 
weevil control, but stifl the burn- 
ing goes on. Last winter I went 
with other members of a_ sub- 
committee of our state board of 
forestry on investigative work 
through one of our best peach- 
growing sections of Georgia, and 
found that an organized burning 
campaign had been recommended 
by a-local entomologist whose bul- 
letin on the subject of controlling 
the peach borer had been com- 
plained of by. timberland owners. 
This bulletin stated that while the 
peach borer was a poor flier and 
never got further from an orehard 
than 200 yards, yet there should 
he no objection to allowing the 
fire to “sweep clean thraugh the 
adjoining woodlands,” ete. No 
definite results could be shown us 
where unrestricted burning _ of 
woodlands had reduced the rav- 
ages of the.peach borer during the 
following season, but it was freely 
admitted that forest growth had a 
beneficial effect on orchards in - 

many ways. - 

Our committee appreciated the 

value of the peach industry in 
Georgia, but we only wanted to 
find out how horticulture and for- 
estry could travel hand in hand to 
best advantage, and we did not 
wish to inquire of the secretary of 
agriculture, at Washington un- 
less it wasnecessary, to find out 
how this co-operation could be 
brought about. We were very 
glad that the bulletin in question 
was called in, and greater caution 
Wag used by the peach growers 
themselves when the same author- 
ity issued another bulletin show- 
ing the relation between forestry 
and the peach industry. (A most 
important bulletin has been issued 
by the Co-operat ive Citrus Grow- 
ers’ association, in Florida, along 
this line.)

Remains of two Viking cities bave 
just been discovered, Swedish dis- 


patchés state, on the shores of the 
Scandinavian peninsula. 

“Many persons pigeonhole the Vik- 
ings along with Captain Kidd and 
Blackbeard as nothing more than pi- 
rates,”’ says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C., headquarters of the 
National Geographie society. “But 
this is no more nearly true than some 
of our other generalizations about peo- 
ples we do not know. 


“The Vikings had among them mer- 
chants, explorers, lawgivers, and lit- 


terateurs, as well as guerrilla sea rov- 
ers. And if they must be branded 
a nation of robbers it might as well 
be recognized that we are discussing 
family affairs—opening the closet to 
examine our own private skeletons 
as it were. For under the name of 
Goth, Northman and Norman they 
poured blood inta and eontributed

At some distant time, if Germany 
surrender now, if she met French 
terms, if the German industrialists 
agreed to work to pay for French de- 
vastations and to abandon their pol- 
icy of boycotting French iron when 
the terms of surrender had been sub- 
stantially fulfilled and when -Ger- 
man designs for revenge were patent- 
ly abandoned, France might consent 
to retire from the Ruhr. but who real- 
ly believes now that such a time is 
even perceptible in the extreme dis- 
tance? 

Failing such an adjustment France 
will stay anyway. She will stay be- 
cause retirement means war.

people themselves. 


You may sympathize with France as 
I do, you may condemn her as many 
do, but neither sympathy nor condem- 
nation affect the facts. Once con- 
vince the mass of the French people 
that the existence of France is at 
stake and no miracle is too impossible 
for them to perform, as their history 
has frequently demonstrated. And 
what has happened before and since 
the entrance into the Ruhr has once 
more roused the spirit which shone 
before at Valmy and at the Marne and 
found final expression at Verdun. 


FRANCE HAS 
GREAT POWER. 

After all, the fact is that France 
incontestibly has the power, Europe 
lies at her feet as never since Napo- 
leon fell, but she has also the con- 
sciousness that this power is transi- 
tory and must be used before it passes. 
How to prevent France from using the 
power while meeting her own view of 
her present difficulties and her futtre 
dangers, this is the problem which has 
so far overpassed the abilities of the 
statesmanship of Britain and _ the 
United States, who alone might con- 
ceivably inflyence French action. 

So far Great Britain bas seen only 
ber own interests and America has 
stood faithful to her tradition of iso- 
lation, while both countries have re- 
mained convinced that in some fashion 


the moral influence of mankind would 
restrain the French, assuming that 


the moral influence would have the | 
same aspect in France and out of it | 


and tbat this moral influence was 
identical with the personal interests 
of Britain and America.. Here lies 
the explanation of all that has hap- 
pened. 

Nationally all democracies accept 
the principle that the will of the few 
must yield to that. of the many, but 
internationally this principle can only 
be applied by force, which means by 
war. If interests of one country di- 
neighbors, 
then it will still remain faithful to its 


own conception of its rights and in- 


terests, it will remain impervious to 
external arguments and unaffected ly 
the so-called moral influences which

Mrs. Conway spoke in Dalton a few 
davs ago and her message was weil 
received by the club women and citi- 
zens of that place. There are many 
things in our forests that should be 
preserved. A motion was on foot 
last year to make a national park of 
tne Tallulah Falls preservation. This 
went as a recommendation from the 
club women but was not passed by 
our legislators. 

Figures show that there are in the 
United States 5,000,000 illiterates. 
This information was issued by Mrs. 
Cora Wilson, of Kentucky, who is 
chairman of the division of the Gen- 
era] Federation of Women’s Clubs. 
This comes under the department of 
applied education and just now is 
before the eye of every clubwoman in 
the nation. 

Mrs. W. C. Holt, of Augusta, is 
the efficient chairman of illiteracy of 
the Geurgia Federation of Woman's 
Clubs. Featuring this division today, 
Mrs. Holt says: “The slogan of the 
division on illiteracy is ‘No illiteracy 
in the United States in 19380.’ Cali- 
fornia writes that they are calmly 
taking the ‘il’ out of illiteracy. The 
prevalence of illiteracy in the United 
States is always a disgrace, but its 
disgrace is somewhat blacker in the 
southern states. An attempt to erad- 
icate illiteracy in rgia in even 
20 years will he comparatively inef- 
fective unless we have the active co- 
operation of the clubwomen of 
Georgia.” | 

Mrs. Holt suggests that following 
working plan: “First, that we inform 
ourselves as to the situation. When 
the Master wished his disciples to 
pray for more laborers in the vine- 
yard he asked them first to leok over 
the harvest. before we can really 
be interested or interest other people 
in wiping out illiteracy in Georgia 
we must first get the facts in the 
case. Statistics like the following are 
pot dry except to those who lack 
sympathy and imagination. 700,000 
American boys 9; voting age registered 
by mark during the war. There are 
5,000,000 iliterates in the United 
States. There sre 261,294 persons of 
voting age in Georgia who cannot 
read or write. Prussia has one man 
in a thousand who cannot read or 
write. The United States has 70 out 
of every 1,000 who cannot read or 
write. Second, Appoint a committee 
to give publicity to illiteracy facts in 
newspapers and posters. Third, Have 
a speaker on illiteracy at every dis- 
trict cenvention, and also have at 
least one club program during the 
vear on illiteracy. Fourth, Illiteracy 
campaigns cannot be conducted with- 
out fonds. Therefore. let every club 
raise its fund for this oa mye Fifth, 
Agitate an appropriation by the state 


women of Georgia to have a forestry 
committee. You have made the Cherv 
kee rose, see that it is protected.

The outstanding work of the Bap- 
tist Woman's Missionary union, aux- 
iliary the Atlanta association: 

Since the seventy-five-million cam- 
paign was inaugurated by the Pro- 
testant denominations, the Baptists 
have gone forward in leaps and 
bounds. At the annual meeting of the 
Woman's union held at the Second 
Baptist chureh, October 3 and 4, the 
grand total reported was $151,741.

Californians Return to Weapons of Redskins 


Archery Revived Along the Pacific Coast by Dr. Saxon 
T. Pope—Biggest Grizzly Ever Slain in the Rockies 
Falls Before Man Armed With Bow and Ar- 
row—a Sport That Is Real Sport.

And Dr. Saxon T. Pope, well- 

a known San Francisco surgeon and 
America’s premier field archer, declares 
that this primitive implement of man is 
the most sportsmanlike weapon ever ‘in- 
vented. It gives the game a chance -to 
pit its native cunning against the natu- 
ral ingenuity of man. 

Dr. Pope has just returned from a hunt- 
ing trip through the wilds of Humbolt 
county, California, where he bagged with 
his companion, Captain Cassius Styles, a 
mountain lion, a lynx and other smaller 
game, 

Mounted in the academy of science, Gold- 
‘en Gate park, San Francisco, is the big- 
gest grizzly bear ever killed (so far as 


there is any record), slain by Arthur T. 
Young of that city, who with Dr. Pope 
bagged a male, a female and two cub griz- 
zlies aS specimens to be added to the 
museuin’s collection of mounted animals. 
The male tipped the scale at the unheard 
of weight of 1,000 pounds, while the fe- 
male weighed 500 pounds. They were 
all slain with the bow and arrow. 

Up and down the coast there is a re- 
vival of archery that indicates a throw- 
back to the sport of the s.vage. There 
are more archers in California than in 
any Other state. Up in the state of Wash- 
ington, J. C. Albrecht, curator of the 
museum of natural history of the Univer- 
sity of Washington, leads the group de- 
voted to archery. Since he has abondoned 
the rifle for the bow and arrow he has 
slain a bison, Kodiac bear and bobcats, as 
well as much smaller game. 


“eS HE revival of archery, so far as Dr. 

Pope and the San Francisco group is 
concerned, dates back to 1911, to the ad- 
yent of Ishii, the last of the uncivilized 
Indians. 

Ishii was captured in the primitive wil- 
derness of the Mount Lassen, Cal., coun- 
try and brought to the Museum of An- 
thropology in San‘ Francisco. There Dr. 
Pope came to know him first in a profes- 
sional way. The Indian, who had never 
been in touch with the white man, had 
none of the disease-resisting germs with 
which to combat the white man’s ills. He 
soon fell prey to phenumonia in the com- 
fortable inhabitat furnished him, though 
his entire previous life had been spent in 
the open, regardless of weather condi- 
tions. “Dr. Pope was called to attend him, 
and thus began an acquainvance which 
ripened into friendship and resulted in the 
rivival of archery on the coast. 

About Dr, P6pe in San Francisco there 
has gathered a group of mén whom he 
has interested in fleld archery, and many 
of whom he has trained. Prominent among 
these are W. J. Compton, Captain Cassius 
Styles, Arthur Young and Donnan Smith. 
These four with Dr, Pope and J. C. Al- 
brecht are the best shots on the coast, 
though many of the others are rapidly ac- 
quiring great skill. 

Hunting en masse this croup has bagged 
thirty deer, at a range of from forty to 
one hundred and twenty-five yards, nine 
bears and other wild animals in profusion, 

According to Dr. Pope the grizzly bear 
is the most dangerous animal hunted, 
though the mountain lion will fight when 
brought to bay. But to kill a grizzly 
the archer must be at close range, and if 


he wounds the bear it is almost certain 
to charge, which requires either mighty 
prompt action with the bow or some ver)

cure needed specimens. Dr. Pope = and 
Young volunteered their services, agreeing 
to take with them only their bows and ar- 
rows. This pleased the sporting blood of 
the commissioners. 

“Do not confuse the brown bears, known 
as the garbage can bears in the park, with 
grizzly bears, though,” laughed the doctor. 
“We found our bears in the highest and 
most inaccessible peaks of the park.” 

Ned Frost, the veteran guide, of Cody, 
Wyo., was Secured to guide the hunters, 
and he took with him a .35 automatic 
rifle, to be used in case of an emergency. 
That rifle saved the lives of the three men. 

The first group of bears they came upon 


numbered four, a mother and three 
cubs. At a _ distance of twenty-five 
yards Young shot an arrow’ into. the 


mother, Striking her in the chest. Dr. 
Pope placed a second arrow in her fore- 
leg. Then. each hunter placed a second 
arrow in her. With four arrows sticking 
in her she charged and Frost fired at her 
with the rifle, over, and 
Saving the lives of the huniers. The rifle 
wound was not a fatal one. Two more ar- 
rows were put into her and she fell over 
dead. The first arrow had plerced her 
lungs and the -second arrow had passed

Five lively bears were more than they 
had bargained for at one time, especialiy 
as Frost and the rifle had been left be- 
hind. Young sent an arrow into the mate 
bear, and at the same time Dr. Pope let 
one fly at the female. The latter dropped 
over dead in less than twenty seconds. The 
men drove five arrows into the male bear 
and then he got away. 


One cub was found dead one hundred 
yards away with an arrow through his 
head. One arrow of Young’s could not be 
accounted for, so the men began to trail 
the male bear. They were able to follow 
him by splotches of blood. They came 
upon part of the arrow. Later they found 
the other half that had been pulled out by 
the bear’s teeth. Finally they found the 
bear dead. One shot had killed him. The 
hole left by the arrow was clean cut

We Europeans always 
expect your great men to come from New 
York or Washington. A clap of thunder, 
and lo, it is Marion, Ohio! Such has been 
the fate of the village Predappio, in the 
italian province of Romagna. 

Romagna has nothing to do with Rome. 
ft is a lonely, rural district in north-cen- 
tral Italy, stretching between the Appenines 
and the Adriatic sea. 

In legend Romagna is the country of the 
chivalrous banJit; of which the “‘courteous 
Passatore” is the type. This heroic out- 
law's most famous exploit was to hold up 
and rob the audience of 2 theater in Forli 
with his revolver in one hand and his hat 
politely doffed in the other.

that her boy had a great 
future; and instead of turn- 
ing him to his. father’s 
trade, as would have been 
natural in an Italian coun- 
try town, made the greatest 
sacrifices to get him an ed- 
ucation.

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s latest 
ghostly outbarst has died out, we 
have heard little or nothing of 
ghosts and spirits generally.

It seems 
to be able to travel or reach far out from 
the body during natural sleep, partial sleep, 
or deep trance. It often gives or receives 
information in dealing with another sub- 
conscious mind, even at a distance. Thus, 
a subject under hypnotic control may take 
information out of the mind of another 
person, and make statements that seem to 
come from discarnate spirits. It will do 
the same when this state is self induced. 

“Such information may be retained for a 
long time without the subject becoming 
conscious of its presence. Most of the 
so-called trances into which mediums 
enter, is actually self-induced as a result 
of laws tampered with during a long series 
of ‘sittings’ plus ‘desire’ and the known 
tendency of the subconscious mind to take 
on ‘personality.’

of fact was threshed out at the trial. Mus- 
solini was nevertheless condemned. Asked 
if he had anything ,to say to his judges, 
he replied: 

“If you give me my freedom, you will 
be doing me a favor; if you send me to 
prison, you will be doing me an honor.” 


N USSOLINI did not find prison life in- 
tolerable. For once in his life he had 
plenty of leisure for study. 

It was at the congress of Reggio Emilia 
that Mussolini came to the forefront of 
the Italian socialist movement. His revo- 
lutionary, insurrectionist ideas swept his 
auditors before him. The Italian socialist 
party was breaking up over the issues of 
the war in Tripoli. Benito Mussolini was 
the person whose eloquence held the party 
together, with the expulsion of only a few 
important leaders, and all eyes turned upon 
this “‘new man.”” The middle class papers, 
in reporting his speech that won him the 
editorship of Avanti and the leadership of 
the socialist party, seemed never to have 
heard of him before. The Corriere della 
Sera prefaced its text with the words: “The 
next speaker was a genuine peasant from 
Forli.”’ 

Mussolini was in some doubt as to wheth- 
er he should accept this “high office’? in 
Milan; but finally he was prevailed upon to 
abandon his litfle Romagnolo world and 
set out on the great highway which was to 
lead him to the place he occupies today. 

He gave to Avanti an extremist: insur- 
rectionist tone, reorganizing the Italian 
socialist party as an army of revolution- 
ists destined soon to seize the power of 
the state by violence. He was in the full 
enthusiasm of this work when the great- 
est case of conscience that can come to 
a leader of men caine up for his solu- 
tion. 

The European war broke out in An- 
gust, 1914. Mussolini had to make a su- 
preme choice. He saw that for his coun- 
try to hold apart from the conflict was 
equivalent to accepting a subordinate po- 
sition in world affairs, where it would drag 
out a miserable life in Selfish fear and 
timid uniniportance. As a_ socialist he 
was opposed to all wars between nations. 
He had to decide whether to stand with 
his country and desert the men who had 
been his comrades up to that time or to 
Stand with socialism and see his country 
ruined. 

NX USSOLINI finally preferred his coun- 

try to his party, though he was fully 
conscious of what it would cost him per- 
sonally to break from all his friends, and 
as well of the. difficulty of arousing. the 
revolutionary Italian masses to the idea of 
a patriotic war. He left the socialist party 
with a full sense of the hatred which the 
masses would pour upon him, making a 
heroic de¢ision which was the test of the 
tremendous moral energy he has within 
him. With the dogged determination 
characteristic of his whole life, he stepped 
out to face the tempest that was not long 
in breaking. Way by faced Italian mobs, 
risking his life in defense of his idea. He 
was really taking his life in his hands in 


adopting the course he had chosen to fol- 


low, but a man Stranger to fear, he was 
most courageous in that day of greatest 
danger. 

Two days after resigning, the  editor- 
ship of ‘Avanti’ he had founded his pa- 
per called “‘Popolo d@ italia’ (‘The Italian 
People’) which was henceforth to be fis 
organ and his rostrum.

Davis’ death, at the entreaty of two mighty 
advocates, “‘Truht and Justice,’ the dis- 
tinguished author of “The Spirit of Old 
West Point,” “The Battle of the Wilderness,” 
“The Sunset of the Confederacy” has em- 
ployed ‘his truth-telling pen in the cause 
of this much-maligned man, in his latest 
book, “Jefferson Davis, His Life and His 
Personality,’ giving to the world a pen 
portrait of his subject so accurate in de- 
tail, and so delicate in touch, that kindles 
admiration and arouses an absorbing inter- 
est in the reader. 

“The world,” says Mr. Schaff, “‘has many 
types of the hero, statesman and philoso- 
pher, but only one in its conception of a 
gentleman.” Again, ‘“‘His mind was not 
only stored with political, scientific and 
historic knowledge, but was ornamented 
also with the ripened fruit of the beauties 
of literature. His heart, the mind’s work- 
ing companion, was naturally bold, and 
had not only stood the dangers of the bat- 
tlefield, but was strung also with the finest 
chords of sweet tenderness.’

4 Mr. Davis as colonel of the First Mis- 
sissippi Rifles in the Mexican war. He 
greatly distinguished himself as a soldier, 
but to the south, still keenly mindful of 
the burnings and lootings which followed 
the armies of Sheridan and Sherman, the 
following is suggestive: ‘‘Not a’single arti- 
cle or trophy of any kind was brought 
home by the men; moreover, all the venera- 
ble, bejeweled tinsel of churches and cathe- 
drals was left untouched.

He enumerates carefully the many things 
accomplished by Mr. Davis as Secretary of 
war, and tells the following anecdote:

the postal and telegraph service crippled 
by sabotage! In September, 1920, the 
workmen Seizing the factories! 

One day a workman from Genoa pre- 
Sented himself at the editorial office of the 
Popolo qd’ Italia. He asked to see Musso- 
lini and Mussolini consented to interview 
him. The man had a revolver in his pock- 
et, but face to face with his intended vic- 
tim he changed his mind. Confessing the 
real purpose of his visit, he handed the 
pistol to. Mussolini. 

Mussolini gave him a dinner and paid his 
fare back home to Genoa. 

But the “unions for combat,” the Fascei 
di Combattimento, were solidly organizedy 
in the end, furnishing tangible forces to 
meet those of the socialists and the com- 
munists. At first, only a few brave men 
were members of these bands; but from 
month to month and from year to year 
the numbers grew. Fascismo began to be 
a power in the land. The socialisis and 
the communists now demanded that the 
government suppress the Mascisti, but 
Mussolini was deaf to. appeals from either 
hand. The first bloody exchanges between 
the warring factions occurredé. Mussolini 
published his famous motto: ‘An eye for 
an eye, a tooth for a tooth.” The social- 
ists were dumbfounded. They had never 
been accustomed to seeing violence met 
with violence. Day by day they found their 
centers burned and the punitive expeditions 
of the Fascisti assailing the very regions 
where socialism considered itself strongest. 
The motto of the Fascisti changed: . “Two 
eyes for an eye, two teeth for one tooth.” 
The socialists were terrified. They saw their 
authority over the masses slipping. from 
their’ hands. First fear and then adniira- 
tion came over the populace for these fel- 
lows in the black shirts. Finally, Bologna 
itself, the citadel of communism, was oc- 
cupied by the Fascisti and reduced to dis- 
cipline. After Bologna other cities fol- 
lowed: Ferrara, Rovigo, Verona, and num- 
berless smaller towns in the country. Pe, 
ple died in great numbers on either side. 


UNDREDS of young men have left their 
names in gold on the roll of those who 
died for Fascismo. 

Mussolini now organized his bands as 
a popular militia, reducing them to order 
under an iron discipline. The Italian peo- 
ple, by tradition the least tolerant of en- 
forced order, suddenly acquired a mystic 
passion for self-sacrifice. The Italian youth 
deserted the fields, the work shops, the 
schools, to fight at Mussolini's side. He 
found himself at the head of three hundred 
thousand nien who had sworn to give up 
everything, even. their lives, in the servy- 
ice of their country. The 
caught the country as a whole. 

The conquest of Naples in September was 
the beginning of a new era in Italian life. 
For the passing of Mussolini into cofttrol 
of government was now a foregone con- 
clusion.

A Bible talk :: 


HREE days befere his crucifixion 
Christ preached in the Temple in 
Jerusalem. 

The things He spake there are 

among the most wonderful of His 
entire ministry, and they are Set 
down in detail in the 20th and 
2ist chapters of Luke. Today 
we are concerned with two very dramatic, 
yet practical, lessons He then gave the 
world—the first as to the duties of citizen- 
ship, and the second as to the relative value 
of gifts to God. 

There were among the Jews at Jerusa- 
lem many who argued that it was their 
religious duty to refuse to pay taxes to the 
Roman State. It is only, fair to assume that 
this objection was conscientiousy made tn 
most cases, although an unconscious pe- 
cuniary interest sometimes deceives those 
who.offer an objection in the name of con- 
Science. _— 


The Jews, not being accustomed to a 
government separate and distinct from the 
church and paying their tithes to their 
church, would quite naturally feel that they 
were doubly taxed. They could say with 
some propriety. ““‘We do not need this gov- 
ernment; why should we pay for it? Let 
those who are not amenable to our re- 
ligious restrictions support the govern- 
ment that exercises a needed control over 
them. Why should we contribute to a gov- 
ernment that does not recognize our God? 

The question propounded to Christ, ‘‘Is 
it lawful for us to give tribute unto Cae- 
Sar, or no?’’ was not, however, asked in 
good faith. 

The other priests and the scribes who 
“sought to lay hands on Him,” but ‘feared 
the people sent forth spies, which 
Should feign themselves just men, that ‘they 
might take hold of his words, that so they 
might deliver him unto the power and au- 
thority of the governor.” 

It is worth while to note the cunning 
which they dispiayed in order to put Christ 
olf His guard. They approached Him very 
reverently, saying: 

“@laster, we know that thou sayest and 
teacheth rightly, neither acceptest thou the 
person Of any, but teachest the way of 
God truly.” How artful were they; but 
they were not ariful enough to deceive 
Jesus.

Christ has pervaded government to the 
extent of establishing charitable institu- 
tions supported by taxation. 

We teach the blind, the deaf and the 
dumb, and care for those who have entirely 
or partially lost their mind. 

These co-operative efforts do not come 
strictly within the definition of govern- 
ment as formerly . understood although 
they can be justificd by economic as well 
as humane grounds. 

If those whose power to labor is im- 
paired by any kind of affliction are made 
self-supporiing, society is relieved of the 
burden that it would otherwise have to 
bear. In like manner, if the insane are 
restrained frem violece, society receives a 
protection worth peving fir. But these 
extensions of the sphere of government 
were not thoveht of. in ancient times— 
the care of the helpless was left to indi 
viduals or entirely negiected 

Our minds see more clearly when they 
are led into larger and higher fields by 
a spiritual vision. The mind would never, 
of itself, discovi:; that the command, 
“Thou shalt’ love thy neigheor as thy- 
self’ is really enlightened selfishness, but 
when the heart: compels us to do the 
things that love suggwesis, the mind justi 
fies and defends the doing of them.

He can only protect, 
and then at his own risk. 

In an aristocracy the sense of respon- 
Sibility is felt by all who share in the con- 
trol of the vovernment. Here those who 
can vote are responsible tor the right use 
of the ballot and also for the exereise or 
the right of petition in matters beyond 
their control. 


With universal suffrage every citizen can 
have a part in the shaping of the nation’s 
destiny, and should, therefore, be held ac- 
countable for sins of omission as well as for 
sins of commission. The citizen is not 
only morally responsible for that which 
he does affirmatively in endorsing princi- 
rles and voting for candidates, but he is 
!iso responsible for the good which he 
might do but fails to do. 

To use a familar illustration, an adult 
who would stand by the side of q stream 
and see a child fall in and drown without 
attempting to rescue the child would be re 
earded an almost as guilty as one who 
would push the child in. 

The question, ‘Am | my brother's keep- 
er:” which was asked by Cain to divert 
attention from his own act of violence, is 
often asked now by those who atiempt to 
evade responsibility for permitéing inius 
tice that they could prevent. 

Many methods have been emploved by 
citizens desiring to rid themselves of. re- 
sponsibility for the acts of government; 
the'e iS no use naming them in detail, be- 
cause one answer can be made to all. The 
cliizen who accepts the benefits of govern 
ment cannot evade its obligations. 

He is not compelled to Eve under any 
particular government; he can choose the 
sovereignty under which he will live, but 
he camiot enjoy the protection of a govern- 
ment without paying for it. 


5 tens growth and final triumph of prehi- 

bition gives us an excellent illustration 
Of an awakened sense of © responsibiiity 
among citizens, 

When saloons owed their existence to l- 
cense granted by the government, those 
in contre] of the government became re- 
sponsible for the saloon and the evils that 
flow from it. They were as much in part- 
nership with the saloonkeeper as those who 
fturnished the money to run the saloon or 
made the liquor sold. 

Finally, the Christian conscience revolt- 
ed against such a partnership. 

IT=e first impulse was to refuse to vote 
for a license, but the citizens soon realized 
that faiiure to vote awainst a license was 
just half as bad as a vote for a license. 

Then followed the alignment of church 
aiter church against the license system un- 
il this sieral protest, combined with a 
business pretest, and later a patrietic pro- 


test, finally carried prohibition over the 
top. 

rhe same conscience that banished the 
saloon will, step by step, banish other evils 
and win rew victories for righteousness 
and civilizat‘on. Woman suffrage has creat- 
ly augmented the moral forces of the 
country, and this reinforcement is made 
doubly effective by arriving just at the 
me when the corrupting influence of the 
saloon was driven out of politics. 

(Lhrist’s teacning of good citizenship was 
never more neeced than now, and no- 
where is it more valuable than in our own 
country,

prestige, and holding as no other nation 
ever did tne confidence of the world, has 
beth the privilege and responsibility of 
moral leadership.

Milk in the Home—With Chee.e and Salads 


HERE is no point whatever in in- 
Sisting that the farmer produce a 
clean milk and go to the expense 
of proper bottling, if the home- 
maker is careless in handling the 
milk after it has been delivered 
to the home. 

I have known persons who 
have Severely criticized responsible milk 
producers because in the milk were found 
foreign bodies which never had seen the 
courmry or a cow. Milk that is allowed to 
Stand in a hot kitchen, or after removing 
the cap is left exposed to flies, will be just 
as dangé@rous as though the early care had 
not been exercised. . 


As soon as the milk is detivered 
it should be placed in the ice box on the 
ice and not in the compartment with vege- 
tables and other foods. Here it should re- 
main sealed until used. When the fanvily 
circumstances permit, there should be a 
special ice box for the baby’s miik

Soft Cooked Eggs. 


EAT the water in the sauce pan to 

the boiling point, remove from 
from fire and place eggs in the 
water with a spoon, Cover the 
pan and allow to stand six to 
eight nynutes, keeping the water 
at the same temperature. The 
water should be deep enough to 
entirely envelop the eggs. Remove the 
eggs and serve immediately. Allow them 
to stand fifteen to twenty minutes if me- 
dium hard eggs are desired. 


Hard Cooked Eggs. 


Place ergs iv a sauce pan of cold water 
and allow to slowly come to the boiling 
point. As soon as it begins to boil, re- 
move from: fire and cover the pan. Let 
stand for thirty minutes, keeping the tem- 
perature even. Chill in cold water, re- 
move Shell and serve. 


Steamed Eggs. 


Butter slightly the bottom of custard 
cups or ramekins, and slip into it an egg. 
Place the cup in a pan of gently boiling 
water (water should come half way up side 
of cup); cover and steam until white. of 
the egg is done. Steamed exgs may be 
served on crisp toast if desired. 

Shirred Eggs. 


Cover the bottom and sides of a sniall 
baking dish, preferably an earthen one, with 
fine bread or cracker crumbs. Break each 
egy into a Saucer and carefully slip it intu 
the dish, Cover with seasoned butterea 
crumbs and bake in a moderately hot oven 
until the whites are firm and crumbs are 
a volden brown.

We Must Have Vitaminesin Food 


desired, but not usually attained.

OT long ago an authority on dietetics, wno has given special study to the sub- 


Se ject of vitamines, suggested that everybody ought to eat one dish of cooked 


greens and two plates of salad a day. 

Now this is, no doubt, an ideal only for many persons—something to be 
The thousands of persons who eat at board- 
ing houses and table d’hot@ restaurants cannot, with any degree of ease, get 
If we could bring ourselves to the custom of 


lunching wherever we happened to be on a chunk of bread, a head of lettuce 
and a piece of cheese, as we sometimes enviously see ditch-diggers lunching—then, we 


might get in the two big salad orders a day. 


Hiowever, whether we come up to this 
ideal or not we can eat- salad oftener than 
we do, if we have the planning of our 
own meals. Salad-eating is. a matter of 


habit, to some extent, and the housekeeper 
is, naturally, the one to establish the habit 
in her family. Not long ago a matron gave 
this advice to a young woman, just about 
to be married, whose husband would come 
home every day for luncheon. 


“Have salad the mainstay of luncheon 
every day. It is a habit—this e&iting of 
salads. A wholesome habit, too. And, 
besides, it is an easy thing to prepare a 
salad luncheon. Men like them, and get 
amore and more decided taste for them, 
if they are good.” 

The young woman took the advice. She 
has become an expert salad maker, and her 
husband is an ardent salad eater. <A sub- 
stantial salad, good bread and butter, cocoa, 
tea or milk, and a simple dessert—with 
sometimes a cup of hot scup to start with 
—and a delicious and wholesome lunch is 
prepared. 

HE dinner salad is of the utmost im- 

portance. Salads have an increasingly 
definite part to play in the dietetics of our 
meals. Moreover, they are, so far as taste 
goes, a delicious adjunct to dinner. The 
whole thing is to make them just right. 


Now when the dieticians say ‘“‘salad”’ 
they do not mean a rich concoction of meat 
or fish and mayonnaise, perhaps further 
complicated with gelatine, and with a leaf 


or two of.lettuce. They mean a big plate 


pot vegetables, part of them uncooked, for 


each person. A plain lettuce salad it may 
be, or one quite, elaborate. But it must 
contain a good deal of green uncooked 
vegetables which possess vitamines. The 
rich lobster or chicken or aspic Salad is 
all very well, but it is no substitute for the 
simpler dish of salad greens. 

As far as these greens go—anything an- 
swers that may be eaten uncooked. Let- 
tuce, tender celery tops, endive, chicory, 
watercress, cabbage——-S& these are excellent. 
The dressing doesn’t matter, either, so far 
as its particular variety is concerned. kt 
should be chosen, of course, with particu- 
lar relation to the salad with which it is 
to be served. 


Now to come down to dinner salads—~ 
these must, of course, be simpler than those 
for luncheon. Any salad green, crisp and 
cold, may be served with French, Russian 
or mayonnaise dressing. There are some 
authorities who say mayonnaise should not 
be served with a dinner salad—that it is 
too rich. But that depends on the-rest of 
the dinner. 

A delicious dinner salad is made of crisp 
endive sections laid on crisp lettuce leaves. 
They should be served with a French dress- 
ing to which a little cocktail sauce has 
been added for: flavor and color. This is 
a perfect salad with an elaborate dinner. 
lf the dinner is not so elaborate, cheese 
balls, rolled in minced parsley or in chopped 
nuts may be served with it. 

Here are some other good dinner salads; 

Grapefruit Salad. 
pu l. the segments of a grapefruit apart 
and wet out the meat in as big chunks 
as possible. Chill them thoroughly and 
Serve a couple of chunks on white lettuce 
leaves with French dressing. 
Cabbage Salad. 

Shred or chop the cabbage fine. Shred 
or chop a little green pepper and pimento. 
Mix thoroughly with the salad and use 
plenty of-French dressing. Serve on fet 
tuce leaves. If you wish to do so you 
may uSe a well seasoned and quite 
boiled dressing. ; 

Mixed Vegetable Salad. °

Nowadays, of course, a woman does not 
remove her hat or anything save possibly a 
heavy outer coat when making a cail. For 
a tea a woman does not. remove her hat 
unless she has been asked to receive. with 
the hostess and is especially asked to wear 
no hat. Young girls who are asked toa 
“float’’—that is to mingle with the guests 
and see that they are provided with refresh- 
ments—almost always go bareheaded. Those 
asked to pour usually wear hats, though 
if the hostess requests the “‘pourers’ to 
remove their hats, they ought to be willing 
to do so. 

At a formal luncheon the guests do not 
remove their hats, but if invited to take 
luncheon informally with a friend in her 
own house it is usual to remove the hat. 
When ‘dining in a private house one never 
wears a hat, nor is the hat part of the 
extremely formal evening dress for women 
when dining at a hotel. That is, when the 
men wear @vening clothes and the women 
go in low necks, they do not usually wear 
hats in this country. In France hats are 
worn in public places with evening clothes, 
but in England and in tims country now 
this is not the custom. In England a wom- 
an who did so might be regarded as a demi- 
mondaine.

remove her hat in church, but she 
does always remove it at the theater, unless 
she occupies the last seats or back seats 
in a box where it cannot possibly disturb 
any one. If she is dressed in evening 
clothes for the theater, she usually goes 
to the theater with merely an evening scarf 
over her head. In some cities she may 
go in the street cars thus attired, but in 
others she would not go bareheaded unless 
She had but a short ways to walk or were 
going in a carriage. If she wears a hat 
and evening frock she discards the hat 
and checks it in the dressing room before 
taking her seat. If she attends the theater 
in day clothes—and, of course, that is how 
Most people do go to the theater—she 
wears her hat to her seat and there re- 
moves it. 

When staving at a hotel a woman may 
do as she chooses about wearing a hat for 
breakfast or luncheon. Usually if she is 
going Out alter the meal or has just come 
in she would wear her hat—especially if 
the hotel restaurant is frequented by other 
women with hats on.

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When There Is Illness in 
the Nursery---Child 


Amusement 


HE housewife who has the care 


of children added to her duties 
of. housekeeping has an anxious 
time indeed when there is illness 
in the nursery. But perhaps more 
trying than the days of actual ill- 
ness are the days of convales- 

: cence, especially if it is impera- 
tive to keep the little convalescent tn bed 
after his spirits have returned, for the hours 
drag heavily when he is not allowed to 
romp about as usual. Few mothers have 
leisure enough to devote themselves entire- 
ly to a child in convalescence and perhaps 
it is better for the child in the long run 
if he does not become accustomed to too 
constant entertainment. Habits of that 
sort are very hard to break when health 
is regained. 

SO many toys seem to be built only for 
well children. There are so few things 
that can be played with in bed, and it often 


happens that the things that answer the 
purpose of bedtime toys the best are not 
primarily intended for toys at all. 


The child who is tco young to read 
or to appreciate picture books to the full 
is perhaps more difficult to keep enter- 


tained than older children. As soon .as 
a child may be trusted with blunt scissors 
much amusement can be gained from cut- 
ting colored papers or even bits of colored 
cloth from the scrap bag. However, it is 
an excellent idea wtih anything of this 
sort that really seems to entertain, not to 
permit the child to spoil the diversion by 
playing with it after he is fatigued. Allow 
him to play with it a few hours every day, 
taking it away when he is not playing with 
it so that it will come back with something 
of freshness the next day. 


O you know of the old-time source. of 
amusement for very little children—a 
bar of soap and a package of thumbtacks or 
brass headed tacks? Even nails will an- 
swer the purpose and you will find that 


soap that is fairly fresh is better than that 
which has dried out. The simple idea 
is to let the child amuse himself by press- 
ing the tacks into the soap. It sounds, 
possibly, absurd, but the fact is that most 
children around 2 years old will amuse 
themselves in this way, whereas they soon 
weary of toys and picture books. And the 
very satisfactory thing about it is that it 
requires no attention from the mother be- 
cause pure soap can do no harm and a 
serious prick could not be inflicted by a 
little tack. Moreover, the soap after it has 
been uSed in this way is scarcely the worse 
and the tacks of course may be saved for 
future use.

“At night,” volunteered the salesman, 
“with the bright light falling on the cre- 
tonne from inside the room, that would be 
very attractive. But in the morning, with 
the sunshine cOming in the window, it 
absolutely loses character.” 

Then he brought out another pattern 
in the same colors and put it through the 
Same test. When it was hung against a 
window the light shining through it brought 
Out its best points. It seemed to glow 
and gleam-with color. 

And of course the young woman chose 
the second pattern. 

Don’t forget that when you are choosing 
cretonne or chintz for hangings. The first 
pattern would have done for cushions. But 
for hangings through which the light will 
Shine be sure to get something that does 
not lose character in the hanging. 


A GOOD deal in ultimate effect depends 
on just how you hang your curtains. 
Some of the interior decorators at the mo- 
ment are hanging figured fabrics so that 
they cover the whole of the window frames, 
and are thus brought flush with the paper. 
And of course with figured material at the 
windows the paper should be plain. The 
juxtaposition of the figured material and 
the plain tone of the paper is. very effec- 
tive. 

However, if your window frames are dis- 
tinctive, it is often more effective to have 
the bare edge of the window frame show. 
This is especially so with the top of the 
frame. In some houses the top of the 
frame is like a little cornice. And in such 
a case the figured curtains should be hut 
below this cornice, so that it serves as a 
cap above them. It ho!ds them in place, 
so far as the effect is concerned. 

Short curtains at the windows should 
not quite touch the window sill. If they 
touch the floor, that is another matter, of 
course. But at present there is nothing be- 
tween these two lengths-—the one that 
barely reaches the sill and the one that 
touches the floor. 

There are two lengths of valance, too, 
at the present time, One is the regula- 
tion third-of-the-length-of-the-curtain. That 
is, if your curtains are two yards long, 
your valance would be two-thirds of a yard 
long. And so on in prvportion. But a 
favored valance now is very short. Not 
more than a sixth of the length of the cur- 
tain——just a little heading, really. 

Sometimes this shallow heading is shirred 
on both sides, the top side run on a rod 
and the lower side pulled upon a thick 
corde—or rope. The hanging side curtains 
are run On a separate rod under the outside 
one holding the heading. 

The ends of the rods never show now- 
adays. They are fastened into the fixture 
that holds them. Cretonne curtains are 
uSually hung on a rod that curves around 
to the window frame at each end, thus 
giving a finished and compact look to the 
whole hanging. 


T present there is a preference for 
voile as a hanging next to the glass. 
scrim is used, however, and for windows 
giving an unpleasant outlook a thin china 
silk is used. This, in a pale gold, is a 
lovely fabric to have next to the glass in 
a dark city room with a window looking 
out on a wall of brick or stone. It vives a 
suggestion of the color of sunshine even 
on a dark day. It is so thin that it keeps 
Out practically no light. Yet it serves both 
to shield the room from outside observ- 
ance and to cut off the unpleasant view. 
As for the cretonne patterns, they are 
big. Of course, if you prefer the smaller 
patterns it is always possible to vet good 
ones either in a Japanese design or in an 
old English chintz decign. But the fashion 
just now is for the large floral design. 
The colors used in these designs are 
lovely. There has been a great improve- 
ment in the lasi few. years in this respect. 
The choice of patterns that appesl to the 
cultivated taste is a wide open, whereas it 
used to be rather difficult to find what 
you wanted, in both color .nd design You 
remember the days of vivid red roses and 
vivid green leaves on a white ground?

VHE problem of long and short 
skirts, and every other problem 
of dress would disappear if only 
some gallant and chivalrous Gala- 
had would step into the -lime- 

light and say to his sex: “We men are 
selfish. Why have we not long ago given 
to women that costume we chose for our- 
selves to meet «the necessities of work? 
Why do we not admit that it would clothe 
the woman’s figure more modestly and be- 
ecomingly than it does man’s?” 

I do not''suggest that women should 
copy men and wear trousers at all times. 
That would, indeed, be undesirable. 1 do 


u not want women to become masculine, and 


lose the distinction and charm of their 
femininity. 


riiigs and their long-skirted, low-cut gowns 
—for their homes, the opera and the thea- 
ter. They have no right, however, to em- 


phasize their femininity in the office, where — 


they are employed—or should be if they 
aren’t—for their merit and efficiency rath- 
er than their sex. 

Moreover, | do not even suggest that 
women adopt the male costume altogether, 
eyen for business wear. Men's costume to- 
day is anything but above criticism. ~1 cer- 
tainly hope that when women finally agree 
tc accept a standardized costume to be 
worn to work, they will evolve one just as 
practical, but infinitely more beautiful than 
the one men have chosen to wear. 

Personally, after much consideration, | 
would suggest a costume consisting of the 
following: a tailored suit of knickers and 
coat; half shoes with a medium heel and 
hose of any texture—except chiffon—to 
match the costume; tailored blouse with 
either high collar with formal four-in-hand, 
or turned down collar and loose tie; plain 
tailored hat; no earrings or jewelry of any 
sort. . 

A great deal more leeway is possible in 
such a costume than is suggested. The 
only thing to be remembered is that the 
costume should be regarded as a utility 
dress to meet the difficulties of over-crowd- 
ed city conditions, especially those of tran- 
sit, permitting freedom of movement such 
as long skirts and flying panels interfere 


with, In barring earrings and chiffon hose 
from such a costume, it is not because 
they are impediments like the long akirt, 
but rather, because they are quite inap- 
propriate to the costume. I have described, 
which is, it must be remembered, one of 
Service rather than seduction. 


RY let me add here, lest | be misunder- 
stood, that such a costume need not 
be unbecoming.
